Initial Comments 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the present application. Claims 
1-2, 4-7, 9-22, and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being obvious over U.S. Pat. No. 6,456,699 (Burg) in view of 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,119,247 (House). Claims 3 and 8 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Burg in view of 
House and further in view of "Dictionary of Computing" 
(Computing). Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being obvious over Burg in view of House and further in view of 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,091,896 (Curreri) .
